Only 
Britain and Iceland now have loan 
agreements. 
The action temporarily cuts off 
new grants, or outright gifts, of 
recovery aid to Prance, Italy. Den­ 
mark, Norway, Sweden, Belgium, 
Ireland, the Netherlands and Tur­ 
key. 
These are the countries eligible 
for ECA aid on a 
repayable loan 
basis with whom negotiations have 
been in progress for months. 
Exempted from the cut-off order 
are nations whose economic con­ 
dition is such that ECA is not re­ 
quiring them to sign up for loans 
These 
include 
Austria, 
Greece. 
Trieste and the Allied zones of 
Germany. 
Will Not Stop Shipment 
The halt in new grants will not 
stop shipments under grants al­ 
ready made. 
The British yesterday signed a 
loan agreement for » 310,000,000 and 
Iceland also is exempt from the 
sweeping ECA decree because she 
concluded a » 2.300,000 fisheries cred­ 
it in the summer. 
ECA is obliged under the foreign 
assistance act, to use » 1,000,000.000 
of its Marshall plan appropriation 
in making loans which are repay­ 
able and which will finance spec­ 
ific industrial recovery projects. 
While approximately » 2.500,000,- 
000 already has been handed out 
in grants, the loan program is be­ 
hind schedule.

These may be­ 
come so enlarged that they protrude 
through the bowels opening 
Gause Unknown 
dust what produces hemorrhoids 
is not known; it has bran suggested 
th at straining, when emptying the 
bowel, may be a contributing carne. 
The symptoms consist 
of 
pain 
when external 
hemorrhoids 
are 
present, together with the presence 
to scan* blood in the bowel move­ 
ment. 
The treatm ent, of course, depends 
upon the type to hetnorrhckis and 
their severity. 
Some patients are 
improved by’ relieving constipation 
with a diet containing plenty of 
fluids and a few bulky foods, and 
avoiding stimulant-' such as alco­ 
holic beverages and h ghly-seasoned 
foods. Mineral <M 
may be taken with 
benefit. If there is some tenderness 
present, certain ointments may be 
applied. 
Injection Treatment 
lf such treatm ent does not bring 
relief, the injection treatm ent may 
be employed. 
In carrying out the 
hitter treatm ent, injections of vari­ 
ous substanves are given into the 
portion of the vein just under tile 
lining membrane. Thi* is known as 
the submucosa. 
Operative measures are employed 
in the more severe cases of hemor­ 
rhoids which may protrude through 
the bowel opening and in which 
there is recurrent bleeding.

It may be a symptom 
of a tumor. 
Hence, whenever this 
symptom develops, thorough study 
bv the physician should be carried 
out. Once the cause fra the bleeding 
is found, proper treatm ent may be 
immediately employed. If the diffi­ 
culty is due to hemorrhoids, the 
physician will also determine exact­ 
ly what form of treatm ent will be 
most useful.
